Claims 22, 25-27, 31-36, 46-54 are drawn to non-elected invention. 

Claims 1-21, 23-24, 28-30 are cancelled. 



Restriction Requirement 

The election of group II, claims 37 and 40, with traverse in Paper filed 5/15/06, is hereby 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the basis that a search of group VII, claim 54, with the 
elected invention would not be undue burden on the Examiner, and therefore group VII should 
be rejoined with the elected invention. This is not persuasive because group VII is drawn to a 
compound while the elected group II is drawn to a process of making. A compound is not 
rejoinable with a process of making as indicated under Advisory Rejoinder in the Restriction 
Requirement mailed 4/14/06. Applicant also asserts that group III, claims 38 and 44, is drawn to 
a process of making epicatechin dimer as in the elected invention. Upon reconsideration, 
groups III and IV are now rejoined with the elected invention. Therefore, claims 37-45 are being 
examined.
